Canal Treaty WlU Claim Attention 
In Upper HouM Vntll Dlspoaed of 

and House Will CoiiMdcr Tariff 
LiegUlHtlou For I'hllippluef 



Washington, Dec. 9.— After the usual 
preliminary business in the senate 
Monday, which Included the presenta- 
tion of numerous petitions, memorials, 
bills And joint reBolutlonB, Hr. Gallin- 
fltr (N. H.) asked for a reprint of the 
document relating to ecclesiaistical 
holdings in the .Philippines. He said 
there mas tk. great public demand for 
thk pablleatioB. tike reprint was or 
dered by the eeafttf. 

Mr. Hoar (Mass.) presented a Joint 
resolution authorizing the president to 
enter into negotiations with civilized 
nations for the purpose of eonflniriK 
persons attempting the lives of chief 
mq^alratea. 

A resolution appropriating |76.^00 
for transporting and the installation 
of the government exhiliit iit ths 
Charleston expo.sition was adopted. 

Mr. McLaurin (S. C.) made a speech 
In the senate fef ending his position io 
South Carolina and discussing the 
campaign in that state, as well as his 
position regarding federal patronage 
in South Carolina and his relationship 
with it He said the campaign against 
him has been one of calumny, vitu- 
peration and misrepresentation. A3 
to the appointments in the state, hu 
sought to have Democrats appointed, 
and where this could not be accom- 
plished he tried to have Fuch Hejiub- 
llcans elected as would give satisfac- 
tion to the people. He said he did 
not want the crime of burning a post-, 
master repeated in his state. Mr. Mc- 
Laurin said the movement against him 
in the Democratic party was one to 
lieep alive sectionalism. 

Mr. Tillman replied to Mr. McLau- 
rin, denying there was a conspiracy 
against him. Mr. Tillman referred to 
the resignations of the senators from 
South C%rolina and their subsequent 
withdrawals. Mr. Hoar referred to 
this fact, and said that he did not un- 
derstand how resignations could be 
withdrawn. Mr. Tillman said he would 
be glad to have the Judiciary commit- 
tee Inveatlfate the matter and the sen- 
ate declare both seats from South Car- 
olina vacant "so we could wash our 
dirty linen elsewhere." Mr. Mcl>aurin 
said he would Join with Mr. Tillman 
in having the seats declared vacant 
•ad meet him anywhere. 

Mr. Tillman immediately offered to 
Fign with Mr. Mcl.«urln resignations 
and send them to President pro tem- 
pore Krye. and let that settle it, Mr. 
Tillman declared that he did not want 
the vote of South Carolina divided, and 
would be "willing to go before the peo- 
ple with McLaurin on his new-fangled 
Issues. Mr. Hoar again asserted 
that upon the Matement of the sena- 
tors from South Carolina he did not 
believe either of them were entitled to 
■eats on the floor. Mr. Tillman said 
he was glad to find his own opinion 
backed up by the chairman of the Ju- 
diciary committee. He did not believe 
the governor had anything to do with 
the matter, and could not refuse to 
accept resignations. He thought the 
committee on privileges and elections 
should Inquire into the whole case. 

At this point Mr. Lodge (Mass.) se 
cored recognition, and said: "While 
these resignations are preparing I 
move tlie senate proceed to the con- 
sideration- of executive business," and 
the motion was carried amidst a Jaugh 
at the ezpenae of the South Carolina 
■enators. 

New 8hlp Subsidy Bill. 

Senator Frye Introduced the new 
ship subsidy bill. It differs In form 
from the subsidy bill of the past two 
sessions, and is divided Into four tltlea 
and 15 scctloiM. ^ 

The sections under the title '^Ocean 
mail steamships" are devoted to amend- 
ments to the ocean mail act of 1891. 
The postmaster general is required to 
consider the national defense and the 
maritime Int^ests of the United 
States, as weu as postal Interests, in 
providing for the transportation of 
^nerlean ocean malls. The present 
limit of ocean mall Contracts, ten 
years, is increased to fifteen years. 
The Frye Bill provides seven distinct 
claasee. with a rate of H to S04»ot 
steamers. 

The second title. "Oeaeral subsidy," 
contains the general subsidy for all 
veasela, steam or sail, which are not 
under mail contracts. This general 
subsidy is uniform, 1 cent per gross 
ton 100 nautical mllea for not eiceed- 
iBff 16 entrldb In one year. To -pro- 
iuite the building of new oeeaa ves- 
sels an additional allowance of 1^ 
cents per gross ton is made for Ave 
years. A vessel to receive the general 
subsidy must carry mails If required, 
and must train in seamanship or en- 
glpeering one American yovth for each 



1,000 tons, the vessel to be at the ser 
vice of the government if required for 
defense. Any vessel to receive subsi- 
dy must be class .\ 1. and at least one- 
fourth of the crew must be American. 
The bill provides an annual bounty of 
12 a fon for deep-sea flsbing vessels 
and of $1 a month for American eitl- 
sens when engaged in deep-iea fisher* 
ies; that a Vessel shall receive only 
one form of subsidy, and that a vessel 
which has received a subsidy shall not 
be sold to a foreigner ex'rpt by con- 
sent Of the secretary of the treasury. 
The bill does not provide for American 
registry tor foreign aUpa owned by 
Americans. 

At 2:35 the senate went Into execu- 
tive session on the Hay Paiiucefote 
treaty and at 2:b6 adjourned. 

There was no session of the houso 
Monday, the house having adjoaraed 
Friday to meet Tuesday. 

Program For the Week. 

In the senate the most lmpo:fant 
matter to be considered during the 
week is the new Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, making provision tor the abriv 
gation Of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
and the construction of an Isthmian 
canal by the United States. Acting 
for the committee on foreign relations 
Senator Lodge will ask the senate to 
go Into executive session each day for 
the consideration of the treaty. It can 
be said that at thia time the proapect 
Is very strong that the treaty will be 
ratified, and It now looks as If this 
result would be secured after compar- 
atively little delay. There will be some 
debate and some features of the doc- 
ument will be criticised as undeslr* 
able. The crittciam will be along the 
lines indicated by Senators Money and 
Bacon In the committee on foreign re- 
lations at its meeting last Friday. 
No senator thus far, however, has 
shown a disposition to carry his objec- 
tions to the point of ultimate effort to 
defeat ratlfleatlon. Beyond considering 
the treaty very little business will be 
undertaken before the holidays. It is 
now generally agreed tlKit tlu' ques- 
tion of reciprotit.v will go over until 
January. When the reciprocity treat- 
ies do come up tor consideration there 
will be peralateat opposition to the 
agreement with France and to that 
with Great Britain covering the West 
Indies. There Is not so much feeling 
over the conventions with the South 
American republics. The present out- 
look also is against any immediate ac- 
tion in the senate looking to tariff let> 
ialation ior the Philippines, and there 
are some indications that the senate 
will wait upon the house of represen- 
tlves In this matter. Probably the 
Chinese exclusion act will be reported 
from the committee during the week. 
The ttomlaallOB of AUontif General 
Knox will be reported at the first ex- 
ecutive session, but immediate con- 
firmation may be antagonized 

It is probable that during this week 
the bouse will pass a measure to 
meet the situation created by the Phil- 
ippine decision of the aupreme court 
Dec. t.— The Republican members of 
the ways and means committee na%e 
not decided upon the character of the 
measure which will be reported. A 
difference of opinion OXIstB aa to 
whether there should be a temporary 
enactment of the DIngley rates on 
goods en'terlng the United States from 
the Philippines or whether a perma- 
nent scheme of tariff legislation for 
the islands should be prepared. It is 
understood that Mr. Payne, chairman 
of the coqunlttee, and Mr. Dalsell, 
favor the latter course. Of course, 
if it Is decided to enact a temporary 
measure, the procedure will be exceed- 
ingly simple and it probably can be 
passed Jn a day. If, on the other hand, 
an entire scheme of tariff legislation 
Is to be enacted, more time will be 
required to prepare and pass It. 

Payne's Philippine Tariff Plan. 
Washington, Dec. 9. — Chairman 
Payne of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee submitted to his Republlcaa col- 
leagues of the committee a revenne 
tariff bill for the Philippines, which he 
had drawn to meet the condiiions of 
the recent supreme court decision. The 
Republican members of the committee 
met to oostlnue the dlacuaslon of the 
general subject The flMCttag was «k- 
ecutlve, and was preliminary to a full 
meeting of the committee Tuesday 
morning, when a Philippine tariff 
measure will be submitted to the Dem- 
ocraOc members and be- voted' upon. 
The Payne bill la quite brief, the two 
main features applying the DIngley 
law as against Philippine exports to 
this country, and applying the Philip- 
pine commission'B tariff schedule to 
goods entering the Philippines. A fur- 
ther section grants a rebate of cus- 
toms tax on goods which have paid aa 
Internal revenoo tag in thIa country. 
There Is no proviso hi the measure 
that it shall be temporary, bo that the 
rates, if imposed, would be applicable 
tttn oeagraas othsrwlse acted. 

Mlohlgan Village In Rulne. 

Kalamazoo, Mich.. Dec. 9. — The en- 
tire business portion of the village of 
Gobies, 20 miles west of Kalamazoo, 
was destroyed by fire, 16 business 
places being burned. Total loss Is 
estimated at aboot $100,000; insur- 
ance small. The cause of the Ore, 
which started In a butcher shop. Is 
unknown. There was no loss of llfs.

Corbin, Ky.. Dec. 0. - Friends of Fir r- 
ry Howard, the mountain fend leader, 
made an attempt to rescue him as he 
waa being taken to Frankfort to an- 
swer to an indictment ^'barging him 
with complicity in murdering William 
Goebel, for which he was arrested by 
Sheriff Broiighfon and his deputy, who 
got the drop on Howard and his body- 
guard after luring them into Pineville. 
As soon as Howard was arrested his 
frtendi. who had protected him nearly 
two years, swore he should never be 
taken to Frankfort. A guard of 26 
arnii'd nu n was maintained over the 
prisoner while Ik re. and 10 men ac- 
companied SheritT lirongbton and the 
prisoner to Frankfort. 

When the train reached Pineville 
Sheriff Broughton and his posse board- 
ed it with the prisoner, and were given 
one coach, wlilt h was locked at l)C)th 
ends. At the same time three men, 
friends of Howard. boaid> d the engine. 
They covered Engineer John Langan 
with pistols and commanded him to 
back the train to Mlddlesborough, the 
Intention being to rescue Howard 
will rf hit: frii r.ils a: <' nio.^t rn.iin rou.-^ 
and w'hcre the mountains afford the 
quickest escape.. The engineer in- 
duced the men to go to the assistance 
of Howard's friends, then pulled the 
throttle and sped on toward Frankfort. 

Meantime Sheriff Broughton and 
deputies had an > xriting time with Ihn 
rescuers, but siu cct ded in gt tting the 
prisoner aboard as the train pulled 
out for Frankfort, where Howard was 
safely landed in Jail. 

Claiirs He Is Innocent. 

Frankfort, Ky.. Dec. 9. — Berry How- 
ard of Bell county was indicted for 
complicity in the murder of William 
Goebel, and has been a fugitive more 
tSan a year. Howard was assigned 
quarters in the Jail with Caleb Powers 
and James Howard, a relative, charg- 
ed with the same crime. Howard pro- 
testa his innocence, and says he be- 
came a fugitive in the mountain sec- 
tion only because he did not want to 
lie in jail here. He will ask for an 
Immediate hearing, and if this is de- 
nied, that he he released on bond. 
Howard repre.sent«"d the counties of 
Hell, llarland. Perry and L< slie in the 
legislature In 1891-2 and 1893 as a 
Democrat, when Goetiel represented 
K'nton county In the lioiise. 

Dix Doesn't Want to Conne Back. 
London. Dec, 9.— H. St. John Dix. 
who is charged with larceny commi: 
ted in the United States, and who is 
alleged, to have wrecked the Scandtna 
vtan-American bank at Whatcom, 
Wash,, was aKain remand d to thf 
Bow street police (ourt until Dte. 17 
In spite of the protects of the I'niKii 
States embassy ofhcials. Counsel for 
the prisoner claimed he had not had 
time to examine the extradition pa 
pers. Mr. Dix, who looked exceedingly 
dapper, addressed the court in siipiiort 
of the further remand, dedariut;, 
"there is a lot whIch Is not true In 
those papers." 

John Bull Denounced. 

Chicago, Dec. 9. — At the meeting 
held here to protest against the con- 
ceiitraihm policy of Great Britain in 
the war with the Boers, addresses 
were made by Boorke Cockran, Judge 
Theodore Brentano. Judge M. T. Tuley 
and others. A letter from Carl Schurz 
approving the objects of the meeting 
was read, R<'solufions wt re adopted 
calling on I'icsideni Roos» \ t It take 
steps to end the Boer war. protesting 
against the concentration camps, and 
to st(9 tks shipping of Amsrican 
horses and mules to the British in 
South Africa.

Washington, Dec. 9. — It IS reported 
that Andiew Carnegie Is to give $10. 
OUU.OuO to the cause of university ex- 
tension in the United States, and that 
announcement of the gift will be made 
at the White House, Tuesday. Mr. 
Carnegie was h< re a few days ago and 
took luncheon with President Koose- 
velt, when details Of the plan WSre 
fully discussed. 

Mr. Carnegie has thought best to 
create a national board to handle this 
benefaction, and it is said President 
Roosevelt will probably name su( h a 
board for Mr. t'arnegie, or at least set 
in motion the machinery which shall 
lead to a national organization. 

Nicholas Murray Butler, wao suc- 
ceeded Seth Low at the head of Co- 
lumbia college, was here two days, a 
guest of President Roosevelt at the 
White House, and It is said he aided 
in perf( < tiiiK the i)laus. Mr. Hutler has 
long been one of the foremost cham- 
pions of the university extension, and 
It Is understood Mr. Carnegie has had 
frequent consultation with him con- 
cerning the enterprise. According to 
plans prepared by Mr. Carnegie and 
his advisers, the national orRauizat ion 
is to have its headquarters in Wash- 
ington, but its operations are to ex- 
tend throughout the United States, 
the work to be carried on in co-opera- 
tion with universities everyw here.

Agrarian interests Paramtinat to 

Keeping the Islnndfl. 

Copenhagen, Dec, 9, — The economic 
situation in the l)anl.-^h W<■^t Indies 
is bad, owing to the fall in the pM( i> 
of sugar, but St. Thomas has an excel- 
lent harbor, which would be strategic- 
ally and commercially valuable to the 
United States. 

It Is significant that in 1867 the Uni- 
ted States offered for the two smallest 
islands nearly double thS Sum now 
offered for all three. 

The Danish party which Is opposing 
the sale points out that it would be 
unwise to sell the best harbor In the 
West Indies just when the istliniian 
canal is abotit to be built, but the ma- 
jority of Danes have only agrarian 
interests, and have, therefore, no spe- 
cial Interest In retaining the Islands. 

Preferred Hia Job. 
Denver, Dec. 9. — Charles D. Ford, 
register of the United States land of- 
fice here and chairman of the Repub- 
lican state cenral committee, has re- 
signed the committee chairmanship, 
in compliance with the national ad- 
ministration's policy that federal of- 
ficeholders must not hold active office 
in local political organisations. Mr. 
Ford says he had made up his mind 
to give up the ehairmanship of the 
state central committee ln'fore th<' or- 
der from Washington was promulgated.

St. .Tosfph, .Mo . Dec. 9. — Colonr'l 
John (1. Doiiiiihau. hero nf th<' Mi'xl- 
can and civil wars, and fo> \.,ns 
prominent in the affairs of Missouri, 
died at his home in this city.

American Federation Deelaroe For

Scranton, Dec. 9. — The committee 

on ri'solutions engaged the attention 
of the American Federation of Labor 
Monday. The committee reported a 
number of resolutions, and the dslo- 

gates immediately proceeded to cott- 
sider them. The resolutions were road 
by the chairman of the ( ommittee, B. 
A. Gard, glass bottle maker and may- 
or of Fairbury, Ills. The first resolu- 
tion considered pledged the asslstanca 
of tho federation of the Journeymen 
Tailors' union of America In its con- 
test for free shops. The resolution 
was adopted. The following resolu- 
tions were also adopted: Petitioning 
congress to amend the marine laws 
so that every seaman shall have the 
right to quit any merchant vessel on 
which service has become obnoxious 
to him; also to prohibit towing gigan- 
tic rafts on the oceans, 

Tho committee on labels imported 
tho folowing resolutions, w hli h were 
adopted by the convention: That the 
federation refuse to recognise labels 
gotten up by rival unions ot the To- 
bacco Workers' International union; 
reiudursinK tin' blue label of the To- 
bacco W'oi kers' union; that the feder- 
ation draw up a form of obligation 
that will instruct all new members to 
demand the union, label wherever they 
purchase manufactured goods; in- 
dorsing the union stamp of the Inter- 
national Union of Joui iie.v nieii Horse- 
shoers, and Indorsing the label of the 
Actors' National Protective union. 

A resolution boycotting cigars made 
by child labor and machinery caused 
a long discussion. Many delegates op- 
posed the word "machim ry. main- 
taining that the fi'di ration could not 
successfully oppose the introduction 
of machinery. They advocated the or- 
ganisation of operators of the ma- 
chinea like those who operate typeaet- 
ting machines. The resolution wltb 
the word "machinery" stricken out 
was a(liii)ted. 

Some business of a purely routine" 
nature was disposed of and the con- 
vention adjourued until 9 o'clock Tues- 
day morning. This was to allow the 
several comittees time to give the del- 
egatt s a hearing on resolutions that 
have !)<■( 11 1 1 1'l rrt'd for consideration. 

Hefoif adjoniineut President Gom- 
pers announced the appointment of 
President W. D. Mabon of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Streetcar Em- 
ployes, and President John Mitchell of 
the United Mine Workers as a commit- 
tee to take charge ot the streetcar 
strike in this city. 

Catholic Confederation. 
Ciuriniia' i. Dec .Mucli interest 

was taken among olhcers and such del- 
egates as had arrived tor the conven- 
tion ot the American Federation ot 
Catholic societies, which begins Tues- 
day. The permanent organization of 
a (entral combination of all the Cath- 
olic societies is regarded as one ot the 
most important steps that has ever 
been taken for the ( hurch In America. 
Although the federation has the ap- 
proval ot distinguished prelates, it was 
thought there would be strong oppo- 
sition to su( ii a gcn' ial organization, 
but s(j far tile iiid. cations are io tftc 
contrary. The leadeis say it is not 
proposed to interfere with the auton- 
omy of the Hibernians, the Knlgbis ol 
m. John, the American Catholic union, 
the German Catholic verein. the Cath- 
olic Kulghfs of America, ui any olber 
Catholic societies, but to form a fed- 
eration in which they will ail be rep- 
resented for a common purpose wlth- 
dttt changing the old organisation in 
any manner. 

Crusade Against Polygamy. 
Washington, ucc. 9.— At a meeting 
held at First Congregational church 
under the auspices of the Woman's 
International union, a rpsolutlon was 
adopted ir.(lo: sing an uiu: iidnicnt to 
the constltu'ion prohibiting polygamy 
within the d< main of the United States, 
and urging the passage of a bill with 
that object .in view by the present 
congress. A preamble to the resolu- 
tion expressed the belief that polyga- 
my, as taught by the Church of the 
Latter Day Saints, Is still a part of 
their belief and practice; that the lawa 
ot UUh are Inadequate to suppreas It, 
and that there Is no way by which this 
offense can be so satisfactorily reach- 
ed as through tlie constitution of the 
Ualtod Itetes.

The Waabi^gtOQ Pgf t pablif^ a M^le 
of fltrares taken from the reoorda of the 

Auditor for tiic Navy Department, show- 
ing the prize and boonty mooeya which 
buf been diatributed among the com- 
manding officers who partiripat.d in the 
- naval operations in the war with .Spain. 
The flgarea are aotbeatic. They were 
obtained with the content of Secretary 
Gage and compiled bv clerks under the 
direction of the Auditor of the Navy De- 
partment. "They show with painful 
cleamesa," atye a special, "that the sys- 
tem of favoritism which enabled Samp- 
aon to become commander of the most 
important fleet of modem warabipa that 
was (ver organized was maintained to 
the point of aecnriog for him payment of 
th* earn of 9K,796M aa boontjr and 
prize money in recognition of feats of 
valor which hi' did not perjitrm during the 
Spaniah war. His prize money for ves- 
aela captured and datwyed by Qie lirookJyn 
and Oregon under command of Rear Admiral 
amounted to jl l,i:)2.44. 
"This money, in addition to 13,330 for 
boQoty alleged to have been earned at 
Man/.uiillo, and 5^S,r!,)5 for prizes cap- 
tared in the West Indian operations, has 
aetaallv been paid to Sampmn. He used 
ic to Iniy hitnsolf a house in the faahiOB* 
ab'e quarter of Washington. 

"More extraordinary even than theae 
payments to Sampson was the payment 
of ¥14,020 06 to Captain French K. Chad- 
wiek, who commanded the New York, 
Sampson's flagship. The records show 
that Chad wick drew two portions of 
bounties and prize money, one as Fleet 
Captain and chief of atafl and tli^ other 
M Captain of the New York, vhieh did not

"Admiral Schlejr, who diacovered the 

Spaaicih fleet at Santiago anil ruo' b8- 
fuUy bottled it in that port and who at a 
later date, with the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon, destroyed Cervera's shipi while 
Sampson waa absent with the New 
York, has received from the Treasury 
op to data the in$ignijicant mm of $141) 5:>. 
Thia waa hia share for the capture of a 
Spanlah schooner. The Naval Pri/e 
Court awarded him $8,334. For some 
reason, which nobody nndertakea to ex- 
plain, this money has been and is being 
withheld from the hero of ii^antiago. It 
is supposed to represent the ahare to 
which he is entitled for the deatraotion 
of Cei vera'a abipt. 

"Obadwick, a mere Captain, who waa 
ashore at 6i honey when 8ohlej opened 
the engagement with the Spanish fleet, 
is awarded $11,775 10 sh the Captain of 
the New York, and $1.581 08 as fleet Cap- 
tain because the Spanish fl->et was de- 
etroyed. Not only is this the case, but 
he has collected the money. He and 
Sampson, the two pets of the naval 
<l:iH]e, headed by Crowninshield, have 
been enabled to draw from the Treasury 
the rewards which are ao obvlouly out 
of proportion to the services they ren- 
<lereil their country. The only manner in 
uthinh they could Itave tecured thit money was 
throuyh the influence of Secretary Long. 

"Admiral Schley, notwithstanding that 
he received but f 140 53, is fortunate by 
oonpariaon with Capt. Franoia A. Cook, 
Che gallaBt and loral eailor who com- 
manded the Brooklyn, and Capt. Charles

$2,19Q.32, while that of Capt Otork ia 
^,089.60, leea than K vans' and Taylor's, 
and but slightly more than that of the 
late Capt. Philip of the Texaa.
